BIRMINGHAM, Ala., September 29.—[S pe- 
ciel. I-—In a public sppech, delivered here to- 
night, Captain Kolb, alliance candidate for 
governor, made a bold bid for the Jefferson 
county democrats, and also unexpectedly in- 
jected into the campaign the long-sleeping 
convict issue.

CAUSES WHICH LED W THR UE; 


The Cotton Business Said to Be Far- 
alyzed by the Suspension. 


AN. EFFORT AT 4 COMPROMIGE 


Being Made by the Commercial Associa-: 
tions of the City—The Prospects 
for Today. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., September 29.—[Special.]— 
Savannah is facing the greatest crisis in its 
commercial history. 

If the management of the railroads and 
steamship companies is inclined to be at 
all arbitrary, the city will probably suffer 
losses running up into the millions of 
dollars. The greatest strike ever known in 
Georgia, and probably in the south, will 
be inaugurated tomorrow morning. 

As stated in today’s Consrirrution, 1,100 
went out for an increase in their pay from 
15 to 20 cents an hour yesterday morning. 

= The Chances for Today. 

Tomorrow morning, if concessions are not 
made tonight, these strikers will be joined 
by nearly all the other wharf hands of the 
city, the cotton press workers, the dray- 
men and others engaged in the handling 
of cotton, naval stores and general mer 
chandise. Every man in every colored 
labor organization in the city, except the long- 
shoremen, will refuse to go to work. Many 
others not in the unions, but who are in sym- 
pathy with the strikers, will also go out, so 
that in all, between seven and eight thousand 
negroes will be idle. 

The Damage to Business. 

This means the complete paralysis of the 
business of the port, and, if the trouble con- 
tinues, the diverting of its business to Charles- 
ton, Norfolk and other ports, Every day 
that the strike continues from now on the di- 
rect loss will run up into the hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. The loss that will result 
from the transfer of business permanently to 
other ports, no man can compute, 

Eleven thousand bales of cotton came in on 
Monday. Nota single bale of it has yet been 
handled, To bring more cotton here would 
be simply folly under the circumstances, 
With that already here effectively blocked, 
and always in danger of fire, the railroad com- 
panies dare not rush in the crop. Instead of 
long trains rolling into the yards, not a single 
car is arriving. Almost as rapidly as 
shipped from the interior, the cotton 
and naval stores are’ sidetracked 
between Savannah and Macon. Today there 


were overtourteen hundred cars sidetracked. : 


By tomorrow night the prospect is that there 
will be twice that many scattered over the 
Central and its branches. This is, of course, 
provided that the company accepts any more 
cotton for shipment to Savannah. 

Another Railroad Involved, 

The Savannah, Florida and Western road 
will be in the same bad condition, This after- 
noon most of the men employed on that com- 
pany’s wharves went out. Tomorrow the re- 
mainder say that they will follow. The Sa- 
vannah, Florida and Western railroad will 
then be in the same demoralized condition 
here as the Central. 

The cottonmen are naturally terribly 
alarmed at the turn of affairs. 

At first they were inclined to believe that 
the strike would be inconsequential. Now, 
though they are fully awake to its magni- 
tude and the terrible effect it will have on the 
commerce of the port if it continues, 
many of them today notified the 
Central’s and the steamship company’s offi- 
cials thatthey would hold the company respon- 
sible in the courts forany damage they may 
sustain through its failure to deliver cotton. 
They hold that the company has no right to 
jeopardize such great interests by a dispute 
with the labor at this season, and 
that it being the _ railroad’s busi- 
ness to deliver the freight, it 
cannot plead the strike as an excuse for its 
failure to do so when it might have averted it 
by a compromise with the men. 

Business Men Mediate. 

So serious had the situation become this af- 
ternoon that a meeting of the cotton exchange 
and of the board of trade was called, at which 
representatives of the strikers appeared and 
made a statement of the grievances on which 
the strike was based. ‘Their statement was 
listened to with the greatest attention. They 
were then asked if the cotton exchange and 
the board of trade could effect an understand- 
ing with the railroad and steamship company 
officials on the line of an adjustment 
of theirjgrievances, whether the men would 
accept it. They replied in the affirmative, and 
it was decided to have a conference tonight.

The Berner Bill. 

The speech of Hon. Robert L. Berner 
on the bill now pending before the 
house, known as the Berner bill, was 
eloquently delivered, but it was but a 
repetition of the sentiments he delivered 
on the Olive bill a few years ago. His 
warning voice then, as now, would 
make the ordinary man think that the 
state of Georgia was being enveloped in 
the folds of a gigantic anaconda, and 
that there were but few left to give 
the alarm. 

We have gotten along amazingly well 

since the Olive bill discussion. It is 
true the newspapers and the railroad 
commission have had occasion to discipline 
the railroads on the coal rates and a 
few other questions, but it was done 
perfectly and in order, and did not cost 
the state of Georgia one cent. 
Mr. Berner’ bill, with his speech, 
delivered yesterday as an interpretation 
ef it, if made a law, would only affect 
the railroads incorporated in Georgia. It 
@oes not in the least affect the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, or the 
Michmond and Danville and Georgia 
Pacific, outside of the Terminal com- 
“any. These roads were incorporated 
outside of the state of Georgia. 

Suppose w we take the Berner bill, so 
eloquently discussed by him yesterday as 
a law—what would be the result? The 
ast Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia 
railroad would still run through our 
state from Ooltewah to Brunswick, and 
the Richmond and Danville and the 
Georgia Pacific from Tugalo to Talla- 
poosa without the slightest change, but 
the roads chartered by the state of 
Georgia will be subject to the most an- 
noying and useless litigation that can be 
devised by man. 

Three roads in Georgia, incorporated. 
vy legislatures composed of the best 
men in the state in old times— have 
been running for nearly a half century, 
helping to build up and develop the 
state of Georgia. Sherman swept through 
the state,® and destroyed them by burn- 
ing up the crossties and twisting the 


‘yails, but they recovered, and were soon 


on their feet again. In the dark days 
of reconstruction they furnished the citi- 
zens of our state substantial financial 
aid. By legislative enactment the stocks 
and bonds of these three roads, the 
Georgia, the Central and the Southwes- 
tern, were made legal and proper Invest- 
nent for trust funds by guardians, exec- 
ntors and administrators—and today 


' $25,000,000 is invested in their bonds 


and stock by the people of this state. 
The managers of these roads have leased 


them to corporations outside of the state, 


greatly to the help of the stockholders 
and the people along the line. Today 
a bill of lading for any kind of freight 
can be delivered by any of these roads 
to any part of the United States, and 
the freight hauled for one-third the 
charges made before this lease. 

It these leases are destroyed, there are 


500 small depots in this state to which 
the people will have to pay local rates 


from the main lines. The stockholders 
have already lost $3,000,000 in deprecia- 


“tion of their stock by the agitation of 
tts question in the legislature, They 
a os ‘Swill lose half their investment if the 


Berner bill becomes a law, and litigation 
is instituted to harass them. 

Will any one tell us who listened to 
Mr. Berner's speech yesterday what use 
we have for a railroad commission in 


this state, except as a purveyor for law- 
vers and courts, if this becomes a law? 


In the wisdom of our lawmakers 


the State railroad commission was insti- 


tuted to manage and control our rail- 
roads outside of the courts. For twelve 
years it has been successful and has 
never been questioned in efficiency and 
ability, until the Olive bill and the 


Berner bill invoked the aid of courts and 
lawyers. 


We appeal to the conservatism and 
good sense of the legislature to strike 
out every semblance of litigation from 
this bill.

Porter him- 
self, who had charge of the census, and who 
is responsible for the disgrace of it, seems 
to have left the impression on his subordi- 
nates that it was their duty to work in be- 
half of the republican party. 

Speaking of some of the enumerators 
working in New York city under the aus- 
pices of Porter, Inspector Byrnes says: 1 
know that some of the enumerators in this 
city were thieves. This very morning one 
of those enumerators came here to. call on 
me. He had been three times an inmate of 
the state prison. He was appointed on the 
recommendation of a republican judge. 
This thief's name is known to all the city 
detectives, and his picture occupies a promi- 
nent place in the rogue’s gallery. He did 
not take the oath in his own name, and his 
dealings with the census bureau were under 
an alias.“ Yet it is inconceivable that the 
republicans who secured the appointment of 
these thieves did not know them; it is in- 
conceivable that these thieves were not ap- 
pointed fora purpose. That their purpose 
was recklessly carried out is shown by the 
suppression of 200,000 names of the inhabi- 
tants of New York city which ought to ap- 
pear in the census enumeration. 

We do not perceive how the civil service 
reform league is going to prevent republi- 
can rascality, except it joins the democratic 
party and declares in favor of honest par- 
tisanship.

Senator Sherman’s Interview. 


An interview with Senator Sherman ap- 


pears in a number of the Sunday papers 
over the signature of Frank George Carpen- 
ter. It is really a carefully prepared ad- 
dress by the senator, with a readable intro- 


duction by an accomplished newspaper cor- 


respondent. Carpenter went to Mansfield, 
Ohio, talked with the senator, looked 
through the mansion and went off to de- 
scribe it, taking care to bring forward prom- 
inently in his description the orchards, 
cows, horses and other things that im- 
press the imagination of an agriculturist, 
capping the climax witha picture of Mrs. 
Sherman peeling peaches. The correspon- 
dent is also at some pains to show that the 
senator has a library worthy of a statesman, 
and that he uses it to good advantage. 

In the meantime Senator Sherman dic- 
tates to his stenographer a careful review of 
his connection with the financial policy of 
the government, skillfully placing himself in 
the most advantageous light. He even tries 
to shift to the shoulders of Messrs. Fessen- 
den and other republican senators the bur- 
den of responsibility for the suffering that 
followed the contraction of the currency. In 
all of this he is plausible, but the sound of 
it grates harshly on his record. 

Speaking of the legislation of 1866, he 
says: 

If the purpose to resume specie payments within 
a reasonable period had been declared by law, and 
due preparations made for it, it would have ad- 
vanced the United States notes rapidly to par, and 
they then would have been willingly received in 
the payment of bonds, and the whole mass of in- 
debtedness would have been converted at a lower 
rate of interest. In other words, if the same 
measure had been adopted in 1866 for the resump- 
tion of specie payments that was adopted in 1875, 
a vast sum would have been saved to the people in 
the payment of interest, the credit of the govern- 
ment would have been maintained, the long agony 
of recuperation would have been avoided, the in- 
terest of the debt would have been reduced, and 


the resumption of specie payments brought about 
as early as 1870, instead of 1879. 


This sounds more like a confession than a 
defense. It amounts to saying that eco- 
nomic measures,jthe laws of which are un- 
changéable, would have operated as a bless- 
ing in 1866, though he confesses their en- 
actment in 1875 resulted in Jong agony.”’ 
The most remarkable feature of the inter- 
view is Senator Sherman’s declaration in 
favor of free trade. McKinley must have 


groaned when he read a defense of his pro- 


tection measure on the ground that it con- 
tained a larger measure of free trade than 
any law congress ever enacted. This is 
a strange ‘utterance from a protectionist: = _ 
The McKinley tariff is no doubt the most com- 
prehensive and carefully prepared revenue law we 
have ever had on the statute books.

HE RAN AWAY. 


A Man Leaps from the Patrol Wagon and 
; Makes His Escape. 


Emma Martin, of Atlanta, figured promi- 
nently before the public some months ago for 
having too manythusbands. 

The story of her arrest and incarceration in 
South Carolina for this offense was widely 
published because of its sensational features. 
She had one husband with her and one who 
could not be found, but who was known to be 
living. 

The lost husband turned up in this city yes- 
terday, but, owing to his abilityas an all- 
round athlete and acrobat, he may be many 
miles away now. 

Here is the story, or at least a portion of it: 

Some months ago Emma Martin left her hus- 
band and went to some point in South Caro- 
lina, Shortly after her arrival in that state 
she was reported to have married quite a young 
boy who was said to have been very wealthy. 
Both the woman and her young husband, not- 
withstanding the money at hand, were ar- 
rested and putin jail, where they remained 
for some time. In the meantime a vigorous 
search was made for Mrs. Martin's 
first husband, but efforts to find 
him were fruitless. He seemed to have 
literally left the earth. In some way the

Nobody seems to know what became of the 
husband present, but they separated under 
some circumstances. The woman came back 
to this city, where she has since remained, but 
still no trace could be found of the first hus- 
band.

Within two years he has pushed 
up from an ordinary real estate business to a 
good, fat proprietary right on one of the best 
paying electric lines in the south. 


The facts seem to bear out Mr. 1” untain's 
judgment. The plan for a dencegcqm- 
munity, with an education nucleus and 
quick access to the city at street car rates, Was 
not broached to the public until May, and 
there was no attempt to rush sales by the 
furious auction methods usually employed. 

The idea was to sell lots at private sale to 
people who were of a character to be attracted 
by educational advantages of this kind. The 
idea was allowed to take root naturally in the 
soil for which it was adopted, and it did so 
with amazing rapidity. 


A hundred half-acre lots were. offered at 
$200, and were all taken in a few weeks. It 
was intended to withdraw this low price as 
soon as the hundred had been sold, but the lots 
went so fast that considerably over that num- 
ber were taken before the line was drawn. 

Then the company doubled the price. A 
new scale of prices, averaging $400, was put 
on, and a large force of hands went to work 
cutting out the streets and staking the corners. 
That was less than two months ago, and more 
lots have been Bold at the advance 
than were „ er the first price. 
Altogether something over 300 lots have been 
sold, and the amount of the sales has passed 
the $100,000 mark. Mr. Blalock expects it 
to pass another $100,000 within the next 
twelve months, but he is more solicitous now 
about laying outa perfect town than he is 
about selling lots. His plans are on the 
broadest scale, and the keynote of the Man- 
chester movement from the first has 
been liberal dealings with everybody. 

The number of purchasers of lots is near 
200, mostly heads of families, and 
of these about forty have signified 
their intention to build. Home-building now 
is the watchword. The first thing those who 
intend to build desire to know is who ‘will be 
their nelghbors, and how many of them will 
build at once, A common remark is: I am 
ready to go with the first dozen who break 
dirt there.“ In order to satisfy this very 
reasonable desire for acquaintance with their 
prospective neighbors, Mr. Bialock has called 
a convention of the home-builders to meet at 
Manchester next Saturday, and they will 
come. A good many are in Atlanta, 


some in Griffin, some in Charleston, some in 


middle and some in southern Georgia: 

It will be a sight for a real estate man to 
dote on—fifty or a hundred people in the 
woods at one time stepping off their lots, 


selecting sites for houses and mixing with 


their new neighbors.

The story of his life surpasses 
anything of the Jesse James order. Watts 
said he has kept a diary of every crime he bas 
committed, together with the amounts he made 
in his operations.

Ihave taken the trouhle to secure. the 
statistics on this matter also, and I have them 
here, You will find by them that in all the sec- 
tions of this country, in this very region where 
we dwell, the railroads have smaller bonded stock 
and a smaller amountof stock issued than in any 
section of this entire country.

Following is Mr. Chappell’s substitute to 
Mr. Berner’s bill. This substitute was intro- 
duced by Mr. Chappell at the request of a con- 
ference of the farmer members of the house. 

Mr. Berner’s bill has already been printed 
in these columns, Mr. Chappell’s substitute 
provides: 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the general assem- 
bly of Georgia, and it is hereby enacted by the 
authority of the same, That from and after the 
passage of this act it shail be the duty of the rail- 
road commission of this state to inquire into and 
examine all sales, leases, contracts and ree- 
ments heretofore or hereafter made, by whieh the 
operations of railroads in this state are controlled, 
and to this end, on notice, railroad companies ex- 
isting in this state shall file with the commission 
copies of all such papers. This shall include con- 
tracts between other corporations or individuals, 
by which the operations of railroads in this state 
are controlled. In their investigations said com- 
mission shall have the and assistance 
of the attorney general, or counsel 
acting for him, and the railroad 
companies and interested persons shall 
be entitled to a hearing. In their investigations 
the commission shall consider the whole question 
of competition, to determine whether the same 
has been increased or promoted, defeated or 
lessened. “If any sale, lease, contract or agree- 
ment be found to defeat or lessen competition, or 
have the effect to defeat or lessen competition, 
such sale, lease, contract or agreement shall be 
disapproved by the commission, and shall be 
deeméd, held and taken to be a violation of para- 
graph 4, section 2, article 4 of the constitution, 
and shall be illegal and void.
